Prospects of getting coal out of 
the unionized bituminous fields of 
southwestern Pennsylvania by use 
of strikebreakers 'failed to brighten 
today. Spasmodic attempts made yes­ 
terday to resume production under 
troop protection, it was claimed, ac­ 
complished little in lessoning famine 
menace. 
No perceptible increase in the 
tonnage daily put out by the non 
union mines by reason of attempted 
reopening was reported

Strikebreakers are reported desert­ 
ing in many instances and few ex}- 
perienced men are being obtained.
